The rebel forces fighting at Lamaya are commanded by Col. 
Dubois. The name of the leader of the Government troops is not 
known. 

Palma is on the defensive. He ordered the Government troops 
to assume this attitude pending the arrival of Secretary Taft from 
the United States. The rebels appear to have taken advantage of 
the Government’s position, and the developments of the next few 
days are awaited with anxiety here.

Subsequenily, it developed, Sny- 
der sold this franchise for $1,250,000. The 
Central Traction Co. became part of 
the St. Louis Transit Co.. which was 
recently absorbed by the United Rail 
ways Co. 

Snyder lived at Kansas City, but spent 
considerable time in St. Louis and New 
York. The boodle deal in which he was 
interested was consummated in April, 
1898.

Hundred Farmers Batter in Jail 
Door Despite Interference of 
Rosebud Mayor, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALI.AS, Tex., Sept. 17.~A hundred 
farmers Saturday night hanged Mitchell 
ragzier, a negro, living near the village 
of Rosebud, in Falls County, and leay- 
ing the body swinging in the air, 
mounted their horses and quietly ree 
turned to their homes. The lynching 
was conducted In a very quiet manner. 
The men were not armed or ed. 
They rode into Rosebud in parties of 
two and threes and formed their crowd 
for the execution quietly. 

Frazier was a cotton picker, about 39 
sears old. Saturday afternoon he passed 
along a sidewalk where Frank Hess, a 
young German farmer, was standing and 
deliberately pushed against him. Hess 
struck the negro a blow with his fist. 
The negro drew a ragor and cut Hess 
twice in the right side and three times 
in the back.

Saturday night the mob. started to the 
town prison and were met at the door 
by Mayor Stripling, whe urged them to

The farmers gently put the r 
aside, told him it was no use; that they 
were his friends and would protect him 
against the world, but that he must not 
interfére. 

The door to the prison was battered In. 
The negro was taken about 150 feet from 
the prison and hanged to a framework 
on which rested a big water tank, in the 
business part of the city.

St. Louis Financiers Interested 
in Proposal for National 
Ownership. 


— 


RICHARDS SEES MINISTER 


Negotiations Believed to Have 
Been Conducted in East 
for Roads Sale. 


St. Louis financiers who are heavily | 
interested in the Mexican Central Rail-| 
way refused Monday to discuss the re-| 
ports that the Government of Mexico. 
is negotiating to secure a controlling) 
interest in the property. 

H. Clay Pierce is chairman of the! 
Board of Directors of the Mexican Cen- 
tral. Eben Richards, his son-in-law, is! 
vice-president and general counsel. 

Richards is now in Europe. The re- 
ports from Mexico City state that Jose 
Limantour, Minister of Finance, 
has been in Paris all summer, is con- 
ducting the negotiations for a controll- 
ing interest of the stock with Rich- 
ards. 

Reports, 
reached St. 
channe!s to the effect that the Mexican 
Government has been endeavoring for 
some time to secure control of the Mex- 
ican Central, in pursuance of its general 
policy of railroad ownership. About two 
years ago the Minister of Finance ne- 
gOtiated through Speyer & Co. of New 
York for a heavy loan from. the 
Rothschilds of Europe to purchase a 
controlling ‘interest in what is now 
known as the, National lines of Mexico. 

The success of the Mexican national 
lines, which are operated by Americans, 
although the Republic of Mexico is the 
power behind the throne, is said to have 
inspired Minister Limantour, the finan- 
cial Moses of that country and said to 
be an exceedingly capable and far-see- 
ing man, to entertain the idea now 
IS €an Opportune time to secure control 
of the Mexican Central. 

: One Road Paying Well. 

rhe National Lines, consisting of 
roads extending from Laredo to the 
City of Mexico, Eagle Pass to Durango, 
and the Interoceanic Railway from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico City, are now un- 
derstood to be paying the Government 
g00d dividends on its investment. This 
fact, coupled with the extended visit 
of Minister Limantour to Europe and 
his reported negctiations with Vice- 
President Richards, lends color to the 
rumors that the republic is about to 
engage in another’ gigantic railroad 
deal, 

_ The Mexican Central, of which fhe 
United States feeders are the Rock 
Island and the Santa Fe, operates 3155 
miles of lines in Mexico. It has an au- 
thorized capitalization of $100,000,000, of 
which $69,464,300 is outstanding. The 
bonded debt of the company, according 
to August reports, amounts to almost 
$150,000,000. Its stock, much of which is 
held in St. Louis, is selling at 21%. Its 
net earnings in 1904, the latest period for 
which statistics are obtainable, fell 
short of $1,000,000. 

With the development of Mexico the 
lines, it is said, will become exceedingly 
valuable, and one of the objects of gain- 
ing control at this time is said to be 
saving to the Government of difference 
between the present value of the road 
and its value a few vears hence. 

A railroad man who is familiar with 
the situation in Mexico told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that there is 
now no discrimination in railroads rates 
in that country. He said tMat the Gov- 
ernment exercises supervision over all 
freight, passenger and exipress rates, 
and that the tariff sheets were submitted 
to the Government before they are pub- 
lished. 

H. Clay Pierce is generally regarded 
as’ one of the heaviest holders of Mex- 
ican Central stock. Breckenridge Jones 
was formerly a member of the Board of 
Directors, and J. C. Van Blarcom was 
at one time a member of the Executive 
Board. Neither is now actively identi- 
fied with the road. Mr, Van Blarcom 
Says he has disposed of his entire hold- 
ings in the road. It is known among 
brokers that large blocks of Mexican 
Central stock are owned by St. Louis 
investors. 

The president of the road is A. A. 
Robinson, who makes his headquarters 
in Mexico City. The other vice-presi- 
dents besides Eben Richards of St. 
Louis are H.-R. Nickerson of New York 
and C. R. Hudson of Mexico City; the 
latter being in charge of operations in 
Mexico. 

The company recently issued bonds for 
$40,000,000 to complete a short line be- 
tween Mexico City and Tampico and 
make extensive wharf improvements at 
Manzarillo. 

If the Government can secure control 
of a majority of the Mexican Central 
stock. it will virtually control the rail- 
road interests of the Republic. 

A St. Louis man who keeps in close 
touch with the affairs of Mexico through 
its commercial interests, said Monday 
that he understood that the Govern-

The discussion between 
conductor leaves the responsibility for the collision 
at the Rosedale grade crossing unfixed as far as 
they are concerned. As far as they are concerned, 
the question 6f responsibility is secondary in any 
event. 

The grade crossing itself is responsible in the first 
place. The collision is called an “accident,” but its 
only really accidental feature is the accident by 
which it did not involve fatal results at whole- 
sale. 

For public safety as well as for the development 
of the city, it is necessary to get rid of surface 
tracks which cut the city into sections, with cross. 
ings on the Jevel of streets, always interfering with 
public convenience and showing by constantly re- 
curring collisions that the danger is always immi- 
nent even where traffic is least as in the suburb of 
Rosedale. 

When collisions occur, it is not the gateman, the 


engineer, the motorman or the conductor who is to 


be held responsible to the public, but the grade 
crossing itself and those who are responsible for it. 
There is no element of accident to relieve them of 
this responsibility. They know in advance as the 
public knows, that while the grade crossing remains, 
collisions are inevitable.

Business is so highly organized and the machinery 
of distribution so perfected, that the consumer can

He 
can have cold storage eggs, laid last month, or last 
year as the case may be.

And 
milk is so highly onganized by the captains of in- 
dustry that the mother is never sure of what the 
baby is drinking. .

President Roosevelt's attempt to help the 
cause of spelling reform comes at the same time

Esperanto was davented by Dr. Zamenhoff, a Rus- 
sian, who published his scheme in 1887. It was met 
with approval by great numbers of educated people 
in all countries. Last year an Esperantist conven- 
tion was held in Geneva, The delegates came from 
all civilized countries, but all spoke Esperanto and 
the proceedings were held in that language, 

Dr. Zamenhoff lays a foundation with a vocabu- 
lary of 2000 words, most of them Latin. The Latin 
was chosen because it enters more Widely than any 
other one language into all the modern tongues. 
In English, for instance, one-third of the total vo- 
cabulary is composed of Latin roots, Any man or 
woman of ordinary education is thus already fur- 
nished with a large part of the raw material of 
Eaperanto, the real labor being to memorize and ap- 
ply the grammatical rules which are few and simple. 

All nouns end in “eo.” And there are no variations of 


 guffixes to indicate the cases. Thus patro, from the 
' Latin pater, means father. The plural is formed 
_ by adding the letter “j,” pronounced “y.” The in. 


nitive of verbs is denoted by the letter “i.” Thus

by “as,” past is, future “os,” conditional “us,” imper- 
ative and subjunctive “u.” Thus the noun love is amo 
to love; ami, I love: mi amas, we love; ni amas, 
you will love, vi amos, I will love; me amos, etc. 
To objections that it is not simple, the answer is 
that experience proves it to be readily learned. The 
burden upon the memory is not great, because every 
tolerably well read person already knows most of 
the Latin roots which are in his own language. And 
the system of suffixes is not disfigured by any ex- 
ceptions or irregularities. It is said that within a 
few weeks at most anyone can learn to read the 
language. To speak it requires only practice. 
Whether or not Esperanto is destined to become 
a universal language, it is certainly gaining great 
favor, and even though it become a 
world speech, it is possible to use it for commercial!
